REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

In the Non-Final Office Action dated September 15, 201 0, claims I. 5-14, 18-25. and 
29 -35 were indicated as allowable, and claims 36-38 were rejected. Applicant has amended 
claims 14 and 36-38. The amendments add no new matter. Support for the amendments can be 
found throughout the Specification and claims as originally filed.

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C, § 101

statutory subject matter. Without conceding the appropriateness of the rejections, Applicant has 
amended claims 36-38 to address the rejections. Applicant submits that the claims as amended 
are presently in condition for allowance.
